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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Due to amendments and persuasive arguments by applicant, the previous 
objection and 11 2/1 01 rejections of record have been overcome and are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 30-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Blankenship, for reasons cited in the previous action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nnay not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
. invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 30-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hoshino et al., for reasons 
cited in the previous action. 

While Hoshino et al. may not expressly teach good storage stability and water 
resistance in the latex particles, it is reasonable that the latex particles of Hoshino et al. 
would possess the presently claimed properties since the latex particles of Hoshino et 
al. are essentially the same as and are produced by the same process as the latex 
particles of applicant's claims. The USPTO does not have at its disposal the tools or 
facilities deemed necessary to make physical determinations of the sort. In any event, 
an otherwise old product is not patentable regardless of any new or unexpected 
properties. In re Fitzgerald et al . 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980). See 
MPEP§ 2112 -§2112.02. 

Even if assuming that the prior art references do not meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 102, it would still have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to arrive at the same inventive invention because the 
disclosure of the inventive subject matter appears within the generic disclosure of the 
prior art. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 7/3/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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7. Applicant's argunnents with respect to Hoshino et al. have been considered but 
are nnoot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Further, in response to applicant's argument that the reference fails to show 
certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., uniformity of the particles) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 11 81 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

8. Regarding Blankenship, the present claims do not exclude any time-sequencing, 
which applicant alleges is a requirement in Blankenship. All of the required limitations 
of applicant's claims are still met by Blankenship. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a).
